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FORECAST  FOR  NEXT  YEAR 


This  bulletin  takes  the  place  of  the  annual  catalog  and  serves 
as  a  supplement  to  that  publication  by  bringing  up  to  date  the 
information  contained  therein.  Those  wishing  particulars  re- 
garding admission  regulations,  courses,  fees,  etc.  will  find  the 
information  they  desire  in  the  college  bulletin  of  April,  1920. 
The  Registrar  will  be  glad  to  answer  any  questions  regarding 
admission  and  courses  which  are  not  answered  by  the  catalog, 
and  invites  correspondence  on  the  part  of  those  who  are  planning 
to  enter  college  in  1921. 

Owing  to  changes  in  the  faculty  this  year  it  is  impossible  to 
publish  the  schedule  of  courses  for  1921-1922  in  this  bulletin. 
The  required  subjects  for  freshmen,  College  Rhetoric  and  Col- 
lege Algebra,  come  regularly  at  eight  o'clock  and  nine  o'clock 
in  the  morning.  It  is  possible,  however,  that  both  of  these  class- 
es will  meet  in  two  sections  next  year,  so  that  they  may  be  taken 
later  in  the  day  if  it  is  so  desired.  The  schedule  of  courses  for 
1921-1922  includes  a  larger  number  of  college  and  theological  sub- 
jects than  have  been  offered  heretofore.  Among  the  studies  in 
which  instruction  will  be  given  are  History,  Economics,  Political 
and  Social  Science,  Philosophy,  Education,  Theology,  Church  His- 
tory, Public  Speaking,  English  Literature,  Greek,  German,  French, 
Spanish,  Physics,  Chemistry  and  Biology. 

In  the  Academy  an  endeavor  will  be  made  to  give  a  full  cur- 
riculum of  those  subjects  which  best  prepare  the  student  to  en- 
ter college.  Special  attention  is  paid  to  the  needs!  of  those  who 
decide  to  prepare  themselves  for  Christian  work  several  years 
after  completing  the  training  of  the  elementary  school  and  who 
find  high  school  subjects  unusually  difficult.  Aside  from  the 
regular  curriculum  of  the  academy,  credit  to  the  amount  of  one 
unit  is  allowed  for  work  of  the  proper  kind  done  in  the  school 
of  music. 

Not  only  will  students  who  are  looking  forward  to  the  reg- 
ular four  year  academic  course  find  the  subjects  they  desire  in 
the  College  curriculum  for  1921-1922,  but  provision  is  also  made 
for  those  who  wish  to  enter  the  law,  medical  and  engineering 
professions.  No  mention  is  made  of  courses  for  this  class  of  stu- 
dents in  the  April  1920  bulletin,  but  Aurora  College  has  for  some 
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time  Deen  offering  in  the  freshmen  year  all  of  the  required  work, 
and  will  within  the  next  year  be  able  to  give  all  of  the  prescribed 
subjects  in  the  standard  Pre-Law,  Pre-Medical  and  Pre-Engineer- 
ing  courses.  A  complete  schedule  of  these  courses  will  appear 
in  the  next  catalog  number  of  the  college  bulletin.  It  should  be 
remarked,  however,  that  many  of  the  best  law,  medical  and  en- 
gineering schools  recommend  the  completion  of  the  four  year 
college  course  before  the  professional  course  is  taken. 

Plans  are  also  being  made  to  offer  a  four  year  course  com- 
bining academic  work  with  studies  in  music  and  leading  to  the 
degree  of  bachelor  of  music.  Although  the  curriculum  of  this 
course  has  not  yet  been  formulated  the  College  of  Arts  and  the 
School  of  Music  are  already  offering  all  of  the  studies  which  will 
go  to  make  up  the  course. 

If  early  indications  are  to  be  trusted,  the  academic  year  of 
1921-1922  promises  to  be  one  of  the  best  in  the  history  of  Aurora 
College.  Should  the  coming  year  justify  this  prediction,  the 
school  may  be  regarded  as  finally  having  safely  come  through 
the  period  of  stress  and  as  being  on  the  way  to  a  period  of  un- 
hindered progress.
